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INTRODUCTION 


All glories to Šrī Sri Guru and Gauránga! This presentation, Gaudiya Vaisnava Biography Books, 
is a collection of outlines and summary studies of various scriptures about Sri Caitanya Mahaprabhu 
and His followers. It was compiled so that devotees of the Lord could get a glimpse of the extensive 
biographical material available. It also is useful for scholarly research, for as you will see, the 
narrations in different books fill in the gaps between different incidents in the life of Lord Caitanya 
and the Gosvamis. Thus one may get a more complete overview of the Lord’s life and mission. 

Several of the books, however, disagree with each other on certain points. This is not 
discouraging; sometimes it is due to the mistakes of scribes who made copies of the manuscripts over 
the centuries, and other differences are due to the various devotees of the Lord seeing His pastimes 
from different points of view. Indeed, the Lord’s pastimes are kaleidoscopic in form and dimension, 
and multiple pastimes of His are always occurring simultaneously. And of course the Lord’s pastimes 
are still occurring even as you read this, both in some other material universe (His traveling “road 
show”), which is called His naimittika-līlā (occasional pastimes), and also in the spiritual world on 
a daily basis, which is called His asta-kālfya-nitya-līlā (eternal pastimes performed in eight periods 
of the day). The noble readers may absorb themselves in these nectarean pastimes of the Lord and 
His dear associates, and will happily re-enter the eternal kingdom to assist the Lord in the fulfillment 
of His most merciful desires to share the overflowing crest-waves of pure ecstatic love with all

KEY EVENTS IN THE LIFE OF Sri CAITANYA MAHAPRABHU 
(1486-1533 A.D. — 47 years) 


— February 18, 1486 — His birth in Sri Mayapura 

— August, 1486 (age 6 months) — Ceremony of giving first grains, and ceremony of offering coins 
and the Šrīmad-Bhāgavatam (in which He chose the Bhagavatam) 

— 1494 (age 8) — He begins His schooling under Gangā Dāsa Pandita 

— 1496 (age 10) — He becomes a scholar; His brother Vi$va-rūpa takes sannyāsa 

— 1500 (age 14) — He marries Srimati Laksmī-priyā 

— 1502 (age 16) — He starts His own school, teaching Sanskrit grammar 

— 1503 (age 17) — He travels to Gaya and accepts initiation from I$vara Purī 

— 1509 (age 23) — He propagates the sankirtana movement; He delivers Chand Kazi 

— 1510 (age 24) — He formally accepts the renounced order of sannyāsa 

— February 1510 (age 25) — He travels to Puri, Orissa; He visits the Deity Sāksī-Gopāla 

— March 1510 — He meets with Sarvabhauma Bhattacarya and converts him to Vaisnavism

— August-November 1510 — He spends Catur-masya in Ranga-ksetra 

— June 1511 (age 26) — His return to Jagannatha Puri 

— October 1514 (age 28) — He travels to Bengal and meets Ripa and Sanātana Gosvamis 

— June 1515 (age 29) — Returns to Puri via Šānti-pura; He starts for Šrī Vrndāvana 

— January 1516 (age 29) — He leaves Vrndavana for Allahabad; He meets with Ripa Gosvami 

— February 1516 — He sends Sri Rūpa to Vrndavana, and leaves for Benāres 

— April 1516 (age 30) — He returns to Puri, remaining there for His final 17%) years (to 1533) 

— 1516-1522 — He inspires active preaching work while based in Puri 

— March 1517 (age 31) — Sri Ripa Gosvāmī arrives from Vrndāvana; then Sri Sanātana 

— July 1517 — Raghunātha Dasa Gosvāmī is freed from family duties and comes to Puri also 

— March 1518 (age 32) — Sri Sanatana is sent to Vrndavana; Vallabhacarya arrives 

— 1520 (age 34) — The passing away of Srila Haridasa Thakura is celebrated 

— 1532 (age 46) — Mahaprabhu’s distressful separation from Lord Krsna increases markedly 

— 1533 (age 4714) — His disappearance pastime in the temple of Tota Gopinatha

(A.D. 1531) — Šrī Caitanya-Carita by Murāri Gupta (begun in 1531, finished after 1533) 


(?) — Svarūpa Dāmodara's Kadacā (Notebook) — Now lost, it is said to contain brief information 
of the Lord's later years in Purl. A questionable manuscript of this is available. 

(2) — Raghunatha Dāsa's Kadacā (Notebook) — Now lost, it is said to contain detailed information 
of the Lord’s later years in Purī. A questionable manuscript of this is available. 

(2) — Govinda Dasa’s Kadacā — Also lost, it contains details of the Lord’s pastimes and travels 
in South India. A guestionable manuscript of this is available. 


(Late 1400’s and early 1500’s) — Bengali songs written by many of Sri Caitanya Mahāprabhu's 
followers and associates including Rāmānanda Rāya, Šivānanda Sena, Murāri Gupta, Candra- 
Sekhara, Vasu Ghosa, Mādhava Ghosa, Govinda Ghosa, Narahari Sarakāra, and many others. 
Among a number of available collections of Vaisnava songs, these ecstatic biographical songs and 
poems about Mahāprabhu were compiled and published together in especially one large volume called 
Šrī Gaura-Pada-Taranginī in 1902 by Sri Jagad Bhandu Bhadra.

* There are many more biographical works, as the Lord had many disciples who were poets, and 
they in turn had many disciples who were also poets. Some of the more important works are 
unfortunately not available, for no one has seen them in several hundred years. This includes the 
notebook of Svarūpa Dāmodara Gosvāmī, the notebook of Raghunatha Dasa Gosvāmī, the notebook 
of Govinda (Lord Caitanya's personal servant), as well as the books written by Paramananda Puri, 
Gaurīdāsa Pandita, Paramānanda Gupta, Gopāla Vasu, and so forth. * 
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OUTLINE oF Sri Caitanya-Carita 


by Sri Murari Gupta, 1531 A.D.

* This is a Sanskrit maha-kavya (epic poem), written in the style of the Purdnas, with the flow 
of topics being conveyed in the form of a conversation between Murari Gupta and Damodara 
Paņdita. Its verses total 1,927, and it is divided into 4 cantos (called Prakramas) that are subdivided 
into 78 chapters (called Sargas). This book is also known as Murari’s kadacā, or personal notebook, 
and many other biographers such as Krsnadasa Kaviraja, Locana Dasa, Kavi Karnapura and others 
have used it as the original source of information regarding key events of Lord Caitanya’s life. Thus 
they were able to elaborate on the Lord’s pastimes in their own way. Also worth mentionIng here 
is the notebook of Sri Svarūpa Damodara Gosvami; many of the Lord’s biographers have also used 
it while composing their versions; but unfortunately, Svartipa’s book is not available today. (NOTE: 
Sometimes Murāri's book is also known as Šrī Krsna-Caitanya-Caritamrta Mahā-Kāvya). * 


FIRST PRAKRAMA (16 chapters) 


Description of the reason for composing this book (the order of Srivasa); the necessity of Lord 
Caitanya’s descent to earth along with His disciples; the Lord’s auspicious birth; description of His 
parents and their lineage (His father is described as belonging to the Vatsya-gotra); the Lord’s elder 
brother Vi$va-rupa leaves home and crosses the river Ganga to accept the renounced order of 
sannyāsa at the age of 16; pastimes of the Lord’s childhood, boyhood and youth; His studies; the 
death of His father; His marriage to Laksmī (chapters 9, 10); His journey to East Bengal; the death 
of Laksmī; Saci’s lament is described in an entire chapter (12); the Lord’s second marriage to Visnu- 
priya (chapters 13, 14); His journey to Gaya, and His meeting with ĪSvara Puri (chapters 15, 16). 


SECOND PRAKRAMA (18 chapters) 


Descriptions of Lord Caitanya’s devotional passion and ecstatic activities that became manifest 
after His return from Gaya; His absorption in the mood of Lord Varāha (chapter 2); His absorption 
in the mood of Balabhadra (chapter 14); His mahā-prakāša and mahabhiseka (manifestation of 
greatness, and grand bathing ceremony of consecration) as the supreme Deity at the house of Srivasa 
(chapter 12); the Lord's passionate realization of the divine sports of Sri Radha-Krsna; His 
continuous rapture of dancing, singing and chanting the holy names; He listens to Murari’s 
Ramastaka (prayer to Lord Rāmacandra in 8 verses) (2.7.10-18), but He admonishes Murāri's 
leaning toward advaita-vedanta (impersonal monism) that Murari learned from Sri Advaita Ācārya 
— thus the Lord makes him a devotee of Krsna by deprecating the worship of all other deities: 
chapter 8 describes His first meeting with Šrī Nityānanda Prabhu, who was at the house of Nandana 
Ācārya in Navadvīpa; therein Lord Caitanya successively revealed His forms as the six-armed, four- 
armed, and two-armed Krsna to Sri Nityānanda; chapter 13 describes that the Lord’s motive for 
taking sannydsa was because of a curse pronounced by a brahmana (2.13.18-22), who was refused 
permission into Lord Caitanya’s presence by the foolish doorkeepers; also later (2.18.1-2) the book 
states that the Lord was inspired by a dream to take sannydsa; finally, Kesava Bharati (who visits 
Navadvipa) praises Lord Caitanya as being Suka, Prahlada, and the Srimad- -Bhāgavatam Himself 
(2.18.12); shortly thereafter, the sannydsa ceremony occurs at Kantaka-grama (Katwa). 


THIRD PRAKRAMA (18 chapters) 


(chapter 1 - 2) — Continuation of the story of Lord Caitanya’s acceptance of the renounced order 
of sannyāsa. 

(chapter 3 - 4) — His return to Advaita Ācārya's house in Sânti-pura; He takes farewell from His 
mother and His assembled devotees from Navadvipa, and He declares His intention to proceed 
directly to Jagannatha Puri in Orissa; there are descriptions of the Lord’s supremely ecstatic 
emotional states He enjoyed after taking sannydsa; these descriptions are then elaborated even more 
completely by the author. 

(chapter 5 - 10) — Six chapters are devoted to narrating the Lord’s journeys and pastimes as He 
travelled through Yajpura and Bhuvane$vara, finally arriving at Jagannatha Puri. 

(chapter 11 - 12) — At Puri, the Lord goes straight to the house of Sarvabhauma Bhattacarya; 
afterwards, accompanied by Sarvabhauma's younger brother, the Lord visits the temple of 
Jagannatha, where His ecstatic emotions overcome Him so completely that He falls senseless; He 
is carried back to Sarvabhauma’s house and is revived; later, Sarvabhauma (the old Vedanta scholar) 
tries to teach his dry Vedanta to the young ascetic Caitanya Mahaprabhu, but the Lord ends up 
expounding the true meaning of the Vedanta; the Lord's exposition had struck the great Vedantist 
with so much wonder that he at once recognizes Sri Caitanya to be the Supreme Personality of 
Godhead, and he falls at the Lord's lotus feet, reciting verses of praise. 

(chapter 13 - 16) — Four chapters are devoted to describing Lord Caitanya's tour of South India 
up to Setu-bandha, His meeting with Ramananda Raya, His meeting with Trimalla Bhatta and his 
young boy Gopāla Bhatta, and many others; then the Lord's return trip to Puri is described. 

(chapter 17 - 18) — Sri Caitanya Mahaprabhu returns to Bengal — He had intended to travel to 
Vrndavana, but the trip was postponed (His objective for going to Šrī Vrndāvana was to reveal the 
lost holy places there;) He meets with Sri Ripa and Sanātana at Rāma-keli, and thereafter returns 
to Purī. 


FOURTH PRAKRAMA (26 chapters) 


There is an elaborate description in 11 chapters of the Lord’s tour of the various holy places of 
Mathura and Vrndāvana; He visits the scenes of Sri Sri Rādhā-Krsņa's sportive pastimes, and by 
recalling such, Sri Caitanya Mahāprabhu feels the awakening of extraordinary ecstatic emotions; later 
in the course of His northern pilgrimage, He meets with Tapana Misra and his son Raghunatha 
Bhatta at Benares; He meets with Šrī Rūpa at Prayāga, and Šrī Sanātana at Benāres, then He visits 
His mother Šacī on the way back to Bengal, and He meets with His former wife Srimati Visnu-priya, 
who makes an image of Him for worshipping; finally, there is a description of the homage of King 
Pratapa Rudra upon the Lord's return to Jagannatha Puri; then the last two chapters give a list of the 
topics dealt with in the various sections of the book, along with the total number of cantos, chapters, 
and verses (totalling 4 cantos, 78 chapters, 1,927 verses).

— OUTLINE OF Sri Caitanya-Candrodaya-Nātakam — 

ACT 1 — Acceptance Of The Blissful Incarnation — The personalities of Kali and Adharma 
appear and gloat over the triumph of unrighteousness in the world, but then Kali speaks of the advent 
and transcendental activities of Sri Caitanya Mahaprabhu, which imperil their power of degradation. 
From their conversation, we learn of Lord Caitanya's birth, His elder brother Vi$va-rüpa, His 
marriages to Laksmi and Visnu-priya, His initiation by I$vara Puri at Gaya, His chief associates at 
Navadvipa, and the festival of His grand consecration (mahā-abhiseka-mahotsava), which is being 
celebrated. Visvambhara (Caitanya) enters with Sri Advaita, Srivasa, mother Saci and others, and 
a theological discourse ensues on bhakti-rasa and the superiority of the two-armed form of Sri Krsna. 
All those who are present recognize the divinity of Sri Caitanya Mahaprabhu, which He Himself 


graciously acknowledges; then, addressing Advaita, He speaks of His descent from Goloka by the 
force of Advaita’s prayer and appeal. 
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ACT 2 — Manifesting The Potencies Of All The Incarnations — This is mostly a long 
conversation between Viraga and Bhakti, in which Viraga laments over the desperate condition of 
the country infested by Buddhists, Tantrikas, Mayavadis, Jains, Kapalikas, Pasu-patas, as well as 
by the followers of Kanada, Kapila, Patanjali and Jaimini; but the personified Bhakti, who has 
recently descended at Navadvipa, enters the stage and brings the good news of the advent of Sri 
Caitanya Mahaprabhu as the Bhaktāvatāra (incarnation as a devotee). This is followed by a 
description by Bhakti of Lord Caitanya’s ecstatic emotions, His appearance as Sankarsana in Murari 
Gupta’s courtyard, His appearance in two-armed, four-armed, and six-armêd forms to Nityânanda 
Prabhu, etc., as well as other acts of devotion and miracle. Caitanya Mahaprabhu Himself, who now 
enters the stage with Sri Advaita and other followers, then deprecates all these wondrous symptoms, 
and modestly describes His own condition as the result of madness. To this statement, Srivasa replies 
that the madness of other people is certainly a disease, but that Šrī Caitanya's divine madness 
eradicates all disease for the listener or spectator. 


ACT 3 — The Pleasure-Pastime Of Demanding A Toll — This act is characterized by the 
interesting device of Sanskrit composition which allows the performance of a play within a play. 
Maitri and Prema-bhakti enter the stage and announce that a short play is going to be enacted (upon 
the suggestion of Narada) about the Dāna-līlā (the pastime in which Lord Krsna demands a toll from 
Šrī Radhika); Haridasa Thakura is to act as the narrator, Mukunda the accompanist, Šrīvāsa as 
Narada, Nityānanda in feminine dress as Yoga-māyā, and so forth. Then the play within the play is 
begun — Radha, along with Her companions and an old woman, set out to pick flowers with which 
to worship Gopisvara Siva, but Krsna and His companions demand a price for the flowers plucked 
from their forest. A playful dispute ensues, with much transcendentally erotic repartee; but just as 
Krsna begins to forcibly extract His dues from Sri Radha, the play is ended abruptly by the old 
woman, none other than Yoga-maya, who conceals Radha and reveals herself (to the surprise of all) 
to be Šrī Nityānanda Himself. 


ACT 4 — Accepting The Order Of Sannyāsa — We hear from the sorrowing devotees that 
Visvambhara has gone to see KeSava Bharati at Kātwā in order to accept initiation from him into the 
renounced order of sannyāsa; this is then described by Candra-Sekhara Ācārya-ratna, who returns 
from the journey to Katwa and invites all the devotees to visit Sri Advaita's house at Sânti-pura, 
where Caitanya Mahaprabhu has gone with Šrī Nityānanda Prabhu. There is also a narration of the 
glories of the name of Šrī Krsņa Caitanya. 


ACT 5 — Pastimes In Sri Advaita’s House — Šrī Krsna Caitanya, the newly initiated sannyast, 
wanted to go straight to Šrī Vrndāvana on pilgrimage; but He was cunningly misdirected by Šrī 
Nityānanda towards Advaita's house at Santi-pura. Thus the Lord goes there and meets with His 
closest followers. He stays for three days, and then takes a pathetic farewell from His mother, 
Šrīmatī Saci Devi, before leaving for Jagannātha Puri in Orissa. 


ACT 6 — Favor Shown To Sārvabhauma — The act begins with a narration by Ratnākāra (the 
ocean) and his wife (the river Gangā); they discuss Šrī Caitanya Mahaprabhu's journey to Purī. The 
Lord visits the Deity Gopīnātha at Remuņā, the Deity Sāksī-Gopāla at Kataka, etc., eventually 
entering Purī. Then topics about Sārvabhauma Bhattācārya are discussed. Sri Caitanya Mahāprabhu 
visits the Jagannātha temple, then goes to Sarvabhauma’s house and accepts a meal. The next 
morning at sunrise, the Lord has daršana of Jagannātha and takes a small bit of mahā-prasāda to 
Sarvabhauma’s house and makes him eat it. Later, the Lord refutes Sarvabhauma’s impersonal 
explanations and mercifully changes his heart into that of a pure-minded devotional servant of Krsna. 


:19: 


ACT 7 — Wandering To Places Of Pilgrimage — Sri Caitanya Mahāprabhu has set out on His tour 
of the holy places of pilgrimage in South India. He meets with Ramananda Raya, and they hold a 
discussion which contains the entire philosophy of devotional service to Sri Šrī Rādhā-Krsņa in 
Vrndāvana. Later, the Lord travels on southward, where He exposes the improper devotion of the 
Buddhists. He convinces the brahmana who was fond of chanting the holy name of Rama to chant 
the holy name of Krsna. Next comes the story of the illiterate devotee who was trying to read the 
Bhagavad-Gttā. Finally Šrī Caitanya Mahāprabhu returns to Puri. 


ACT 8 — Favor Shown To Pratapa Rudra — Upon His return to Puri, Šrī Caitanya Mahāprabhu 
recounts His impression of devotion in South India by saying that the few Vaisņavas He found were 
devotees of Nārāyaņa; the rest were Tattva-vādīs, whose views were not above reproach; but there 
were also followers of Lord Siva, and a large number of very powerful atheists (pāsaņdīs), but the 
only views He liked were those of Rāmānanda Rāya. Afterwards, the Lord meets with various 
devotees who arrive in Purī to join His mission there. Paramānanda Purī arrives, and also Svarūpa 
Dāmodara; Govinda begins performing the personal service of the Lord. Brahmānanda Bhāratī 
arrives. The Lord becomes upset when Sārvabhauma and the other devotees attempt to convince Him 
that King Pratāpa Rudra is a great devotee and that the Lord should grant the King an audience. The 
Bengali Vaisņavas arrive for the Ratha-yātrā festival. Finally, Pratāpa Rudra secretly manages to 
render service unto the Lord’s feet during the festival (when the Lord was resting in a garden). 


ACT 9 — Travels To Mathura And Vrndāvana — The narration of the Lord’s visit to Mathura 
and Vrndāvana is commenced first by a Kinnara woman, and then by Mahārāja Pratāpa Rudra and 
Sarvabhauma Bhattācārya (to whom a messenger brings news). During the description of the Lord’s 
travels, the author (Kavi Karnapura) mentions how the Lord had visited his father Šivānanda Sena 
on the way. First Lord Caitanya journeyed to Gauda-Maņdala, where His presence made the 
community of devotees ecstatic, then He returned to Nīlācala (Purī), then departed along the forest 
path towards Vrndāvana. after touring the 12 forests of Vraja-Mandala, He headed for Prayāga, 
where He met Srila Rūpa Gosvāmī and instructed him in many aspects of devotional knowledge. 
Then the Lord went on to Kast (Benāres), where He met Srila Sanātana Gosvāmī. While at Benāres, 
it is mentioned that some of the great sannyāsts there did not go to see Lord Caitanya out of jealousy 
for Him. 


ACT 10 — Mahā-Mahotsava (The Great Festival) — This last act of the play describes Šrī 
Caitanya Mahaprabhu’s devotional acts and His ecstasies in the company of His many associates in 
Purī. He spends His final years welcoming visiting devotees, participating in the various festivals 
of Lord Jagannātha like the Bathing-festival (snāna-yātrā), the cart-festival (ratha-yatra), the festival 
of Herā-paīicamī, ecstatic chanting and dancing, fainting, etc., the cleansing of the Gundica temple, 
etc. There is a prayer by Sri Advaita Acarya in which he beseeches the Lord to allow him the 
constant remembrance of the astonishingly variegated pastimes of the Lord. Also, the author Kavi 
Karnapura describes how his father Sivananda Sena had brought him before Lord Caitanya as a boy; 


upon touching the Lord’s lotus feet, the young Kavi had spontaneously exclaimed an intricate 
Sanskrit verse of glorification.

CHAPTER 1 — The Incarnation Of The Age — The earth is distressed upon bearing the burden of 
many sinful people in the age of Kali, so she goes in the form of a cow to Brahmā-loka and beseeches 
Lord Brahma to do something about it; Brahma prays to the Lord on the bank of the milk-ocean; the 
Lord appears and consoles Brahmi, advising all the demigods to incarnate on earth as devotees; the Lord 
accepts the luster and mood of Srimati Rādhārāņī in order to taste happiness in the shelter of the holy 
pastime-place of Purusottama (Jagannātha Pur); descriptions of the incarnations of Jagannatha Misra, Saci 
Devi, Vi$va-rüpa, etc.; the incarnations of Siva (as Advaita), Baladeva (as Nityananda), Brahma (as 
Haridāsa), Narada (as Šrīnivāsa), etc.; Srimad Advaita Ācārya offers Tulasi buds in worship of the Lord, 
EX he shouts very loudly, calling for the Lord Himself to appear; the Lord takes shelter in the womb 
of Saci. 


CHAPTER 2 — The Power Of The Lord — Prayers by the demigods to the Lord in the womb; the 
appearance of Sri Gaura-candra; the baby does not drink His mother’s breast-milk, so Sri Advaita gives 
initiation to Saci; observance of the Lord’s first birthday one year later, etc. 


CHAPTER 3 — Childhood Pastimes — The festival of chanting Hari-nãma; the pastime of being 
abducted by the two thieves; the baby brings a coconut in order to save the life of His mother; sportive 
mischief performed with other boys on the bank of the Ganga; His first meeting with Srimati Laksmī- 
priya, etc. 


CHAPTER 4 — Formal Marriage — Beginning of His education; initiation with the sacred thread; 
Jagannatha Mišra's death; intense mental concentration during His studies; preserving the fasting on the 
Ekadasi day; elder brother Vi$va-rüpa takes sannydsa; the Lord marries Laksmī-priyā, etc.

FIRST TASTE — Reasons For The Gaurāvatāra — Auspicious invocations and prayers to Šrī 
Krsņa, Šrī Gaurānga, Nityānanda, Advaita, etc.; the author then describes how this book was 
composed only by the strength of the order of the residents of Šrī Vrndāvana; after statements of 
humility as well as glorification of the listeners, the story then begins — at the end of Dvāpara-yuga, 
the king of irreligiousity named Kali-yuga enters and influences various forms of degradation; Šrī 
Nārada Muni is wandering through space, singing the glories of Šrī Hari, when he passes by the 
earth and beholds the unfortunate condition of the souls tormented by Kali-yuga until they had 
become averse to Lord Krsņa; Nārada becomes worried for their welfare, and he decides that only 
Krsna Himself could help such extremely degraded souls; thus he desires to go to Sri Vrndāvana (the 
place of Lord Krsna's eternal pastimes) to have the daršana of the Lord Himself; Nārada proceeds 
towards Nārada-kunda. 


SECOND TASTE — Acceptance Of The Gaurāvatāra By Sri Krsņa — Nārada Muni enters the 
realm of Sri Vrndāvana and beholds the splendor and glory of the dhama; all moving and non- 
moving beings are stunned in ecstasy upon hearing Šrī Narada’s songs of prayer to Lord Krsna, 
accompanied by his vind-playing; Šrī Krsna is attracted by hearing Narada’s vind-playing, and makes 
His appearance; seeing the Lord before him, Narada dances in bliss, recites prayers of glorification, 
and describes the extremely fallen condition of the souls in Kali-yuga; thus the rsi asks the Lord to 
personally descend to rectify the situation; Sri Krsna agrees, and asks Narada where He should 
incarnate; Narada replies by describing the majesty and glory of Šrī Navadvīpa-dhāma, and Krsna 
promises that He will indeed appear there; the Lord asks Narada and other associates to incarnate 
in Navadvipa also, to help set the scene and accomplish the pastimes; He asks Narada to conceal this 
information, and then He disappears; now that Narada’s desires have been fulfilled, he happily leaves 
to begin enacting his role. 


THIRD TASTE — The Lord's Residence In Saci Devi’s Womb — Description of Saci Devi and 
Jagannatha Misra's first 8 children dying at birth; then finally Vi$va-rüpa appears at Navadvīpa; Šrī 
Nityānanda Prabhu also appears at Eka-cakra in the home of Padmāvatī and Mukunda Pandita; the 
Lord's other associates also appear here and there throughout Navadvipa-Mandala; the assembled 
devotees lament to Sri Advaita Ācārya about the fallen condition of the age, and Advaita thereby 
loudly calls for Krsna to appear; the Lord enters Jagannatha Misra’s lotus heart, and then Saci Devī's 
womb; her mind becomes very peaceful, and her body glows with divine luster; Šrī Advaita sees 
Saci on the bank of the Ganga, and verifies that the Lord is indeed within her womb; while Saci 
sleeps (during the 9th month of pregnancy), the demigods headed by Lord Brahma enter her room 
and recite poetic praises to the Lord; the startled Saci awakens Migra, who sees indescribably divine 
flowers scattered on the floor, and agrees that the devas were indeed there; the reason for the Lord’s 
residence in the womb for 14 months is described.

He receives valuable gifts from the townspeople; He studies under Ganga Dasa Pandita; during the 
sacred thread ceremony, Vi$vambhara was told that a brãhmana never touches the Ganga with his 
feet, except to take a bath — and to test this, Ganga Dasa asked Vi$vambhara on the riverbank to 
bring him a sesame-oil dish while he was bathing and offering worship standing in the Ganga — but 
when Vi£vambhara entered the water, a lotus flower blossomed under His each and every step, and 
He thus walked upon the water by stepping on these spontaneous lotuses; Ganga Dasa was 
completely astonished, and with tears of love and trembling limbs, he ascertained that Vi$vambhara 
is the Supreme Personality of Godhead Himself; Vi$vambhara instructs His mother not to eat grains 
on the day of Ekadasi; all the people praise Him for this, and when His teacher Ganga Dasa hears 
of this, he orders his own students to take lessons from Him; thus the Lord began to teach many 
students; His students started defeating all the other students in Navadvipa; Jagannatha Misra departs 
this world, and Saci and her son lament bitterly; all the people console them, and the ceremony to 
honor departed ones is performed on the bank of the Ganga. 
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TWELFTH TASTE — The Seed Of Laksmi’s First-Love For The Lord — The three worlds are 
bewildered by the fresh blooming youth of Vigvambhara when He reaches the kaisora age; Srimati 
Laksmī Devi, the crown jewel of all the most beautiful girls of Navadvipa, hears about the wondrous 
qualities of Sti Gauranga from her girlfriends, and her love and attachment awakens for Him 
although she has never met Him; she even beholds His vision in a dream that night; she consequently 
sees Him in a dream every night, and therefore makes a prayer to Providence to grant her His 
association; one day, she is out walking with her friends by the Ganga when she sees Vi$vambhara 
on the footpath, and she is overwhelmed with His uncommon beauty; later, she describes His charms 
before her confidential girlfriends, and makes known her desire to have Him as her husband. 


THIRTEENTH TASTE — The Lord Catches A Glimpse Of Laksmi Devi — On the footpath one 
day, Sri Gaurānga catches a glimpse of Sri Laksmī Devi, and He marvels at her most astonishing 
feminine grace and loveliness; He searches His mind for the reason He had become most agitated 
in amorous affection, and He decides that she is the Goddess of Fortune herself; but Vana-mālī 
Ācārya had also seen how Sri Gauranga became disturbed in uncommon affection for Laksmī, and 
thereby decides that he should begin arrangements for the two to get married; when he tries to 
discuss this subject with Visvambhara, the Lord conceals His own love for Laksmī; Vana-mālī extols 
the glories of Laksmī and the other girls of Navadvipa with words that have double meanings; 
Laksmī and her girlfriends discuss all these things together, and the girls try to console the love-lorn 
Laksmī, who is most disturbed by feelings of separation from Šrī Vi$vambhara. 


FOURTEENTH TASTE — Laksmi’s First-Love For The Lord — Description of the severe 
feelings of separation felt by the anxious Laksmi; her girlfriends try various means of satisfying her 
burning separation, but to no avail; Laksmi babbles madly in her intoxicated love for Vi$vambhara; 
after one friend manages to console her, Laksmi Devi describes the unconquerable strength and cruel 
oppression of the mischievous Kama-deva (Cupid, the god of love); Laksmī condemns the moon and 
all other wonderful things that stimulate her desire to be with $ri Gauranga; the son of Saci appears 
in her imagination, and Laksmī submits prayers of supplication to Him; one of Laksmi's girlfriends 
informs her of the arrangements of Vana-mālī Ācārya pertaining to the marriage day — hearing about 
all this, $rr Laksmi Devi feels the topmost supreme bliss. 


FIFTEENTH TASTE — Preparations For The Marriage — Vana-mālī Acarya comes before Saci 
Devi and describes the beauty and qualities of Laksmi, suggesting that Laksmi would be the ideal 
match for her son Vi$vambhara, but Saci doesn't agree, so Vana-mali goes away; Vis$vambhara 
indicates that He definitely approves, and Saci calls Vana-mālī back, and then the arrangements for 
the auspicious marriage begin; both families get busy with many arrangements; all the excited 
townsfolk get ready for the marriage by holding festivals and celebrations in each and every 
household; description of the preliminary marriage arrangements. 


SIXTEENTH TASTE — Vi$vambhara Enters The Home Of The Bride — Description of the 
lovely evening time; description of Vi$vambhara's wedding clothing and ornaments; Laksmī is 
adorned by her girlfriends in valuable cloth and ornaments; the Lord ascends a nicely decorated 
palanquin and embarks on the auspicious ride to the home of Vallabhacarya, Laksmi’s father; the 
procession is accompanied by much dancing, singing, playing on musical instruments, etc.; the 
demigods also participate by joining in the procession; the townspeople see the beauty of Sri 
Gauranga and become most anxious to witness the wedding; the village girls engage in auspicious 
preparations, but they are so excited that their own clothing and ornaments become disheveled; the 
procession arrives at Vallabhacarya's house; the demigods assemble in the sky to behold the wedding 
ceremony of Vi$vambhara and Laksmi. 
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SEVENTEENTH TASTE — The Festival Of Laksmi's Marriage — Description of the wedding 
courtyard; the assembled women deliberate on their ecstatic elation; different people taste the beauty 
and sweetness of Sri Gaurânga in different ways; the boys and girls perform the dratf ceremony to 
Šrī Gaurātga; description of the moon-like face of the Lord; description of the splendor of Laksmī 
and Vi$vambhara as they meet together upon the wedding platform; the wedding rites are performed; 
amongst the bridesmaids and groomsmen, many jokes are indulged with words that have double 
meanings; the bride is formally placed in the charge of the groom by her father; the people make 
many statements about the auspicious meeting and union of Laksmī and Vigvambhara; reciters chant 
prayers of praise and glorification; after the marriage ceremonies are completed, Laksmī and 
Vi$vambhara proceed to the bridal chamber in great happiness. 


EIGHTEENTH TASTE — The Arrival Of Laksmi At Saci’s House — Sri Gauranga, Sri Laksmī, 
and Laksmi’s maidservants and girlfriends all relax and enjoy much laughter and joking; the Lord’s 
golden effulgence is glorified by the girls in many different ways; meanwhile, the groomsmen are 
outside taking their meal, and they all enjoy many different prankish jokes amongst themselves; the 
new bride’s pastime of napping; description of Laksmī stretching after her nap; description of the 
scene when Laksmi bids farewell at her father’s house; the procession to Saci’s house; when the new 
bride arrives, Saci Mata performs áratr and other formalities of reception; description of the 
household life of Sri Gaurānga, Laksmī and Saci. 


NINETEENTH TASTE — The Festival Of Visnu-priya’s Marriage — The Lord travels to East 
Bengal to earn wealth; description of His situation on the bank of the Padmāvatī river, and His 
giving lessons there; He instructs Tapana Misra regarding the goal of human life, as well as the 
means for attaining it; Laksmi-priya leaves this world, being greatly afflicted with separation from 
her Husband; Sri Gauranga returns home and consoles His grieving mother, Saci; in order to get 
Vi$vambhara married again, Kasi-natha is engaged as a match-maker; description of Srimati Visnu- 
priya’s beauty and qualities; Visnu-priya has some discussions with her girlfriends regarding the 
preparations for the marriage; by the kindness of Buddhi-manta Khana, the matriage is undertaken 
nicely in all ways; description of the auspicious festival of Visnu-priya’s marriage to Sti 
Visvambhara. 


TWENTIETH TASTE — The Lord Conquers The Dig-vijayī — ViSvambhara has some 
discussions with Visnu-priya’s girlfriends in her bedroom; description of many jokes and amorous 
raillery; the Dig-vijayī (travelling scholar) arrives in Navadvipa to challenge the local panditas; he 
is defeated by the boy Visvambhara; in a dream, the scholar is informed by the goddess Sarasvatī 
of Šrī Gaurānga's true identity as the Supreme Personality of Godhead; later the repentful scholar 
offers his soul at the feet of Sri Gaurānga. 


TWENTY-FIRST TASTE — The Lord’s Journey To Gaya — The Lord has some discussions 
with Mukunda regarding the Sankhya philosophy; He deliberates with Gadadhara about the scriptures 
of logic (nydya-Sastra); He invites the travelling Igvara Puri to accept a meal in His own home; He 
discusses topics regarding His previous life; He discusses with Sridhara the common philosophy of 
sannyāsīs being Narayana Himself (daridra-nārāyaņa), and the two get into a loving quarrel over 
this matter; He discusses with Srivasa topics of pure devotional service; the Lord departs Navadvipa 
to journey to the holy place Gaya for offering rituals to His late father. 
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TWENTY-SECOND TASTE — The Lord’s Return From Gaya — Visvambhara stops in 
Mandira, and sees the Deity of Madhu-sūdana, as well as other sights around town; in order to 
instruct His companions, the Lord manifests an intense fever in His body, and He demonstrates that 
by drinking the water that washed the feet of the brahmanas, the fever was mitigated; He enters the 
holy city of Gaya, and describes the glories of the holy places there; He meets with Sri ISvara Puri 
and accepts initiation and mantra from him; meanwhile, there is a description of Srīmatī Visnu- 
priya’s condition of separation from her beloved husband during her wait for Him in Navadvipa; the 
Lord returns home and happily reunites with her. 


TWENTY-THIRD TASTE — The Beginning Of The Manifestation Of The Lord’s True Self 
— Saci Mata feels apprehension upon seeing Sri Gaurānga”s increasing tendency to manifest 
extremely ecstatic states of being, but Srivasa Pandita pacifies her; the Lord discusses with His 
mother topics regarding ecstatic love for Krsna; the Lord explains His grammar lessons to His 
students by using the different names of Sri Krsna; the beginning of the Lord's preaching the 
chanting of the holy names of God; the Lord becomes especially overwhelmed in ecstatic love when 
He hears the recitation of a verse from S$rimad-Bhagavatam; Šrī Advaita Ācārya experiences Sri 
Gaurānga appearing to him in a dream; description of the Lord's first manifestation before Advaita 
Ācārya in the home of Srivasa; the nectarean prayers recited by Srivasa; the vision of the Lord's true 
form. 


TWENTY-FOURTH TASTE — The Arrival Of Lord Nityananda — The Lord becomes absorbed 
in the mood of the boar incarnation Varaha in the house of Murari Gupta; the Lord casts a very 
sharp sidelong glance in the direction of the Māyāvādī sannydsf Prakasananda; the Lord feels grief 
because of the absence of Šrī Nityananda Prabhu; description of Sri Nityânanda's ecstatic arrival in 
Navadvipa; they meet in the house of Nandana Acarya; description of the both of them as they are 
madly intoxicated by extremely joyful ecstasies upon meeting each other; Nityananda goes to the 
house of Srivasa and resides there; the vision of the Lord’s six-armed form; chanting and dancing 
in the courtyard of Srivasa; description of the meeting between Nityananda Prabhu and Saci Mata. 


TWENTY-FIFTH TASTE — The Deliverance Of Many Atheists — Srivasa becomes fearful upon 
hearing the Kazi prohibit the performance of kirtana, but the Lord standing before Srivasa angrily 
manifests the form of Sri Nrsirhha; description of the love for Krsna felt by the small girl named 
Narayani; the inauguration of the program to hold ecstatic kīrtanas every night at Srivasa’s house; 
when Vi$vambhara observes the bold persecution attempted by the Muslim Kazi against the kīrtana, 
the Lord organizes a revolt and leads a march to chastise the Kazi; description of the huge, 
omnipresent kirtana throughout the town at that time; the forming of different groups to chant and 
to dance; details of the singing, the playing of musical instruments, and the dancing; the Lord meets 
the Kazi and philosophically defeats him; the Lord instructs the Kazi as well as all the other sinful 
atheists in the techniques of chanting the holy names of the Lord. 


TWENTY-SIXTH TASTE — The Deliverance Of Capala Gopala — The Lord personally explains 
the verse “harer nama harer nama harer nāmaiva kevalam...”; He shows His mercy to Suklambara; 
upon hearing someone’s fanciful explanation of the holy name (which is one of the 10 offenses), the 
Lord immediately bathes in the Ganga along with His disciples; Capala Gopala becomes offensive 
to the Lord’s devotee, and consequently develops leprosy; the story of his being freed from all of 
his offenses. 
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TWENTY-SEVENTH TASTE — The Mercy Shown To Jagannātha And Madhava (Jagai and 
Mādhāi) — The Lord orders Nityānanda and Haridāsa to go out on holy-name-patrol in every town 
and village; they meet the two drunkards Jagāi and Mādhāi; upon being instructed to chant the holy 
name, the drunks become enraged and chase them away; Sri Gaurātīga hears about this story; the 
Lord goes with His associates to the scene to deliver the rascals; Madhai harms the body of 
Nityānanda; Gaurānga invokes His sudarSana-cakra; the most merciful Nityananda delivers the 
drunks, and they chant nice prayers and receive the Lord’s benediction. 


TWENTY-EIGHTH TASTE — The Lord’s Absorption In His Own Bliss — The bathing 
ceremony of Gauranga performed by His associates; the pastimes of taking prasddam along with His 
devotees; descriptions of the special mercy shown individually by the Lord to His devotees Advaita, 
Šrīvāsa, Gangādāsa, Haridāsa, Mukunda, Murari, Suklambara, Sridhara, etc.; the Lord's absorption 
in His own bliss. 


TWENTY-NINTH TASTE — Fall & Winter Pastimes — Description of the Fall season; Srivasa 
explains (and Gauranga tastes) the story of how the Vraja-gopfs worshiped the goddess Bhadra-Kālī 
in the Fall in order to get Krsna as their husband; description of the Winter season; narration of how 
Šrī Rādhā-Krsņa and the gopis sport the Holika festival; Šrī Visvambhara and His associates also 
sport this festival by throwing scented and colored dyes on each other while singing ecstatic songs 
of praise and celebration. 


THIRTIETH TASTE — Spring & Summer Pastimes — Description of the Spring season; Srivãsa 
narrates the nectarean pastimes of Vraja which occur in the Springtime; description of the Summer 
season; in order to fully taste the narration of the story of how Sri Krsna chastised the serpent Kaliya 
(by dancing on its hoods), the Lord Visvambhara and His associates also dance wildly in celebration. 


THIRTY-FIRST TASTE — Rainy Season & Autumn Pastimes — Description of the Rainy 
season; the Lord and His associates taste Sri Krsna’s pastimes of taking Šrī Radha for a ride on a 
boat, and His pastime of begging charity, etc.; description of the Autumn season; upon hearing the 
ecstatic narration of Šrī Sri Radha-Krsna’s sporting of the Rāsa-dance, Sri Vi$vambhara and His 
associates also act out this pastime and dance in ecstasy; they sing the songs sung by the gopis after 
Krsna disappeared from the Rasa-dance arena. 


THIRTY-SECOND TASTE — The Eternal Daily Pastimes Of Sri Sri Gaura-Visnu-Priyà — At 
dawn, Srimati Visnu-priya’s confidential girlfriends awaken her, and they all discuss and relish 
stories of the previous night's pastimes; Šrī Vi$vambhara bathes in the Ganga in the morning, then 
performs service to Sri Narayana; description of the morning meal, followed by a brief rest; meeting 
in an outdoor pavilion, the Lord instructs the devotees in topics about Krsna; ascertainment of the 
goal of human life, and the process of worship that will get one there; establishing the chanting of 
the holy names as the best form of worship; while sporting on the bank of the Ganga, the Lord sees 
a group of cows being herded along and, being reminded of Krsna and the cows and cowherd boys, 

Šrī Gauranga is plunged into a deep ocean of ecstatic emotions; description of the tumultuous kirtana 
in the temple at night; taking the evening meal; while lounging in bed with Srimati Visņu-priyā, the 
Lord gets involved in various loving arguments with her; then they sport divine amorous pastimes, 

and finally doze off into blissful repose...

* Thakura Abhirāma is one of Lord Nityānanda's personal associates, and is also an incarnation 
of Sridâma, one of the 12 Gopālas, or the chief cowherd boys of Vrndavana. This biography was 
written by Šrī Tilaka Rama Disa, one of the chief disciple of Šrī Abhirama Thakura. * 


(1) The cowherd boy Sridama (Srimati Radharani's brother) accompanies Lord Nityananda 
Prabhu to Navadvipa and takes birth as Abhirama Thakura (in a huge bodily form); Abhirama 
has some discussions with Šrī Caitanya Mahāprabhu. 


(2) The story of Lord Krsna stealing the clothes of the young gopis. 


(3)  Thàkura Abhiráma's $akri manifests as Sri Mālinī Devi, and she takes birth in the town of 
Kazipura, displaying her pastimes in the home of the Kazi. 


(4) Thākura Abhirāma's promise; he offers obeisances to the Deities; on the path, he meets with 
Jayadeva; topics about Padmāvatī; the story of his meeting with Sri Madana-Mohana. 


(5) Abhirāma has daršana of the Deity Šrī Krsņa Rāya at Vagdita; the devotee Vāsulī establishes 
the service of a Deity in Vikrama-pura; Abhirāma comes to Kazipura and meets with Malini 
Devī; he delivers her from the house of the Kazi; together they travel to Villoka-grāma, 
where he makes a flute from a piece of bamboo that is 16 joints long; description of the 
sound of this amazing flute; Malini manifests her spiritual powers; the reason that Kazipura’s 
name was changed to Khana-kula; Malini hides her soul within the giant bamboo flute; 
Abhirama accompanies Sri Caitanya Mahāprabhu on a trip to see Lord Jagannātha in Nīlācala; 
on the way they visit Santi-pura, Kulīna-grāma, and Remuņā. 


(6) After seeing Lord Jagannatha, Abhirama comes to Krsna-nagara and meets with Vāsulī; he 
comes to Villoka, and Malini Devi again manifests; the story of Bhavani Devi’s pride being 
crushed; Abhirama causes Randi Brahmant’s dead son to again come to life. 


(7) The 16-jointed flute gives birth to a bakula tree; Amrtānanda Brahmacārī arrives and the 
bakula tree turns to ashes; Abhirāma tests the power of the Brahmacārī; the Brahmacārī 
becomes Abhirama’s disciple; Abhirama arranges a gigantic festival; the manifestation of the 
Deity Sti Gopinatha; Malini manifests her majestic spiritual opulences; delivering the sinful 
atheists of Krsna-nagara. 


(8) Malini curses a vipra; when Abhirama also curses him, the vipra meets an untimely death 
along with his disciple; Abhirama instructs his own disciple Haridāsa in the truth; Abhirama 
establishes the Deity of Šrī Rama-Kanai at Gopāla-nagara. 


(9) The devotee Syama Dasa drinks the breast-milk of Sri Sita Thakurani; Abhirāma Thakura 
meets with Bāngāla Krsna Dasa; Abhirama initiates him; establishing the Deity of Sr 
Gopinatha at Svonluta; stories about the intense devotional services rendered by Bāngāla 
Krsna Dasa. 


(10) Descriptions of Kanu Krsna; the story of establishing Pākhiyā Gopāla.

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OUTLINE or Sri Gaurānga-Vijaya 


by Cūdā-maņi Dasa, mid-1500's A.D. 
disciple of Dhanafijaya Pandita 


Dhanafijaya Pandita is the personal associate of Šrī Nityānanda Prabhu, and is one of the 12 
gopālas, the principle cowherd boys of Vrndāvana (formerly known as Vasudama). Dhanafijaya and 
Gadādhara Dasa would hear of the pastimes of Šrī Caitanya Mahāprabhu from Lord Nityānanda, and : 
Nityānanda consequently ordered Dhanafijaya’s disciple named Cūdā-maņi Dasa to write these things 
down. Cūdā-maņi also heard additional details from Gadādhara Dasa and Rama Dāsa (other 
associates of Šrī Nityānanda). 


This book is known to exist in manuscript form as a single tattered copy that has been lying in 
the library of the Asiatic Society in Calcutta. The Society put this manuscript into print in 1957. 
Unfortunately, the original manuscript, copied in the mid-17th century, is mutilated at both ends, and 
there is no other copy known to exist. 


Originally, the book Gauranga-Vijaya contained three sections, but the only part remaining today 
is the first (the Adi-Khanda). This part ends with Sri Caitanya Mahāprabhu's return to Navadvipa 
after His visit to Gayā. 


Cūdā-maņi Dāsa's book is directed entirely to the masses of people, and the work is intended to 
be read as well as sung, unlike the Srr Caitanya-Caritāmrta of Srila Krsnadasa Kavirāja, which is 
meant to be read by scholarly devotees. Gaurānga-Vijaya elaborates more on the home life of Šrī 
Caitanya and Sri Nityānanda, and includes descriptions of many domestic ceremonies that were not 
described by any other biographer. There is also much information regarding Šrī Mādhavendra Purī. 
One interesting story is the account of Lord Nityananda’s first meeting with Lord Caitanya, which 
was only a brief visit for a few days; Nityānanda later joined the mission of Šrī Caitanya 
Mahaprabhu on a full-time basis. Of course, as is true for all the biographies of the Lord, there are 
slight differences in the details of various pastimes when compared with other books. We may state 
that all the variations may be taken into account, for the Lord’s pastimes are indeed multi-faceted 
in many ways, and numerous activities may even be enacted simultaneously. Thus, various 
biographers have described different details of different pastimes in an apparently contradictory way, 
but this does not necessarily mean that any of them are wrong. All are worthy of note. 


* * * SUMMARY OF THE POEM * * * 


Just before the birth of Lord Caitanya, the country of India was steeped in worldliness and 
impiety. Various gods and goddesses were worshipped, but not for a spiritual end. There were some 
devotees of Rama, but worship of Krsna was little known. Srila Advaita Ācārya and Srivasa Pandita 
were feeling aggrieved at this state of affairs when Madhavendra Puri happened to come along and 
initiated them into Krsna worship. He also assured them that their common prayer would move 
Krsna so that He would come to be born as an avatāra. Šrī Mādhavendra then went to the forest 
region of Jharikhanda and practiced penance for the same purpose. Purī's worship satisfied Lord 
Krsna, who appeared before him and said that He would be born soon as a son of Saci and 
Jagannatha Misra at Navadvipa. Purl was about to leave the forest when seven of his disciples 
arrived there. They wanted from him the final instructions that would make them full-fledged 
sannyasis. Instead of fulfilling their request, Puri asked them not to pursue the path of yoga but to 
worship Krsna. He then went to Khalapa-pura, a village in northern Radha-desa, to see Šrī 
Nityānanda, the newborn son of Padmāvatī and Mukunda Ojha. From there he went to Mathura and 
Vrndāvana in the company of his disciples. After touring Vrndavana he dismissed his disciples, 
bidding them to worship Krsna with selfless devotion. 
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Sri Caitanya Mahāprabhu was born at a very auspicious moment when the city of Navadvipa was 
in a frenzy of pious excitement. The various rites performed after the birth of a male child in a 
middle-class family were duly carried out. As the child grew up, He began to manifest traits not 
ordinarily found; this affected his mother and then others, too. Šrī Madhavendra Puri came to 
Navadvipa and was received as a guest by Jagannatha Misra, although he spent most of his days in 
the home of Sri Advaita Acarya. The hair-cutting ceremony of young Nimãi (as Sri Caitanya was 
known in His early life at home) was performed under the direction of Madhavendra Puri. He also 
witnessed some of the uncommon pranks played by Nimāi and His playmates, Nimāi's elder brother 
ViSva-riipa was greatly attached to Madhavendra. Vi$va-rūpa himself was a very good scholar, and 
he was attracted to the path of bhakti by studying Bhagavad-Gita and Srimad-Bhagavatam with 
Advaita Ācārya in Santi-pura. When Nimāi came of school age, Saci asked her husband to send the 
boy to school, but Jagannatha would not agree, and he replied to his wife that he did not like the way 
the elder son Vi$va-rūpa was going. He assured the mother that he would leave enough inheritance 
for Nimāi to live on, even without an education. Nimai, however, had thought otherwise of His own 
future. He played a trick to compel His father to send Him to school. His parents soon came to know 
that Nimãi was doing a very heinous act; He was carrying the bones of men and animals that were 
scattered in the dumping ground and was throwing them into the Ganga. When taken to task, the 
child replied He was doing an extremely meritorious deed — He was helping the souls of the dead 
men and animals to attain Vaikuntha. Jagannatha Misra relented, and he sent the child to the school 
of Gangā-dāsa Cakravartī. Soon afterward the ceremony of initiation with the sacred thread was 
performed. Also, during this period Nimai started having regular kirtana at the house of Srivasa. His 
elder brother Vi$va-rūpa then left home, and Nimāi started performing sanktrtana publicly. 


The scene now shifts to Khalapa-pura. Devotional and mystic manifestations appeared in Sri 
Nityananda, and He was very anxious to visit Nimai. As soon as His birthday ceremony was 
performed, Nityānanda Prabhu sent a letter and some valuable presents to Nimai through His trusted 
servant Subhankara (nicknamed Šubhāi). Nimāi was overjoyed to receive the letter, and He sent a 
suitable reply. At this, Nityananda began worshipping Šrī Caitanya Mahāprabhu, although He had 
not yet met Him. Now Nityānanda would make no further delay. He soon left home to travel to 
Navadvīpa with men, money and goods. However, His parents were very distressed to lose Him 
even for a short time. On His way to Navadvīpa, Nityānanda Prabhu came to Srikhanda and stayed 
for a few days in the house of Mukunda Dasa, a physician to Sultan Hussain Shah of Bengal. From 
there, Nityananda came to Kuliya and sent Subhai to Navadvipa (on the other side of the Ganga) to 
announce His impending visit. Then Subhai returned, and Nityananda and His party crossed over 
to Navadvipa. Nimāi received Him at the house of Šrīvāsa. The two had a hearty talk, and in a few 
days Nityānanda Prabhu hurried back home. The first thing He did was to call on His teacher Ganga 
Hari Cakravartī and asked him for three-month's instruction. At the end of that period, a religious 
mendicant was received by the family as a guest, and Nityānanda was induced by the visiting 
sannyāsī to leave home surreptitiously. This was a very hard blow to the parents. 


In the meantime, Nimāi had lost His father. After performing the annual rite for departed ones, 
Nimāi made ready to pay a visit to His ancestral home at a village in Sylhet. His mother at first was 
not willing to let Him undertake such a hazardous journey, but the son’s arguments prevailed. A boat 
was hired, and Nimāi left for East Bengal accompanied by some of His students. 


His visit to East Bengal was a complete success. He won the hearts of the people there, and 
returned home with valuable presents offered by them. But while He was away from home, Nimai's 
wife Laksmī-priyā had died of a snake-bite. Consequently, His second marriage to Visnu-priya was 
arranged.

A Dig-vijayi (wandering scholar challenging others in learned disputes) from South India came 
to Navadvipa, and he was defeated in a learned contest with the young Nimãi. Nimãi then went to 
Gaya to do the rites for His departed father, accompanied by some of His friends and students. He 
traveled the land route via Gour, Bhagal-pura and Monghyr. While He was at Gour, He threw lotus 
flowers into the Gangā by the hundreds as an offering to the sacred river. The flowers floating by 
attracted the attention of the local Sultan, who was greatly astonished. 


At Gaya, Nimāi met Sri ĪSvara Puri and received formal initiation into the Vaisnava disciplic 
succession. Nimāi returned home, and His spiritual life took a marked turn toward the preaching of 
pure ecstatic love for Krsna. 


The mutilated manuscript ends here with a few lines devoted to the poem and its author, Cuda- 
mani Dasa. Cūdā-maņi says at the end of this first canto: “From my boyhood days I am lazy, 
incompetent, ignorant and utterly worthless. Noticing these shortcomings, and finding me a good-for- 
nothing fellow, the spiritual master Dhanafijaya was moved by pity. He told me, "You have no 
inclination for any work, good or otherwise, but may you have firm faith in Krsna and in Vaisnava 
devotees.’ On this assurance, I have become a wanderer depending on alms. Thakura Ramai was 
very kind to me, and he said, ‘The Vaisnava devotee, Dhanaīijaya, has shown you much kindness.’”

* Being orphaned at the age of five years old, I£âna Nāgara was adopted by Srila Advaita Ācārya 
and his wife Sita Thakurani, and was raised as their son. I$âna gradually learned how to read and 
write by studying with Šrī Acyutānanda. After Šrī Gaurānga had disappeared, Šrī Advaita also 

wanted to leave this earthly sphere, and he sent ĪSāna to his own birthplace, Srihatta, to preach the 
holy name and ecstatic love of the Lord. After the disappearance of Advaita Ācārya, ĪSāna wanted 
to travel to Banga-deSa, but Sita Thakurani arranged for him to get married, and she ordered him 
to write of the pastimes of Srila Advaita. Thus this book Advaita-Prakāša was completed at Šrīhatta, 
in Nava-grāma. The main sources he used in composing this book were: (1) the book Bdlya-lila-siitra 
by Laudiya Krsnadasa (alias King Divya Simha); (2) stories he heard from Padma-nabha Cakravartī 
(Sri Advaita's companion since childhood); (3) stories from Syâmadasa Acarya; (4) and of course 
Igâna wrote of the events that he witnessed himself during the life of Šrī Advaita Ācārya. He 
completed the work in the year 1568 A.D., at the ripe old age of 70 years old. The book has 22 
voluminous chapters, and included in the descriptions of Sri Advaita's astonishing pastimes are 
additional narrations of previously unheard-of accounts of Sri Gaurānīga's pastimes. * 


(1) Sada-Siva and Maha-Visnu meet together and blend into one form, and there is a divine voice 
in the sky that predicts their incarnation in the womb of Nabha Devi; Nabha Devi had an 
astonishing dream while residing in the house of Kuveracarya Tarka-Paficânana (a resident 
of Nava-grama at Lauda Paragana); description of the birth of Kamalaksa (the lotus-eyed 
one). 


(2) Description of the holy place called Pana-tirtha; the story of reviving the fainted son of the 
King in the Temple of Kal; when Kamalaksa (the young Advaita) bows down to the Deity 
of Kali, the Deity splits in half, and then Kamalaksa vanished from that place. 


(3) | When Kamalaksa disappears, Kuvera laments, but is consoled; Kamalaksa returns to Šānti- 
pura and meets with his grandfather; description of his early studies; on the order of his guru, 
Kamalāksa fetches a lotus flower from a marsh by the river Gangā in the most astonishing 
way; he attains the title of Veda-Paricanana. 


(4) Upon the death of his father and mother, Advaita goes to Gayā to offer them oblations; he 
wanders to places of pilgrimage; he meets with Mādhavendra Purī; the description of the 
incarnation of Šrī Gaurānga found in the ancient book called Ananta-Sarhhitā; the story of the 

Deity Sri Madana-Gopāla in Vrndāvana; description of the painting of Sti Krsna done by Šrī 
Visākhā Devī. 


(5)  Sripada Mādhavendra Puri comes to Šānti-pura; he initiates Sri Advaita; Puri Gosvāmī 
collects sandalwood for the Deity, and later attains perfection at Remuņā. 


(6) The Dig-vijayī (wandering scholar of debate) comes to Santi-pura, and is eventually initiated 
in devotional service by Advaita. 


(7) The story of the previous life of Brahma-Haridasa; his birth at Budana-grama; his 
renunciation of household life; pastimes of Haridasa at Santi-pura; the glories of the holy 
name of the Lord; Haridasa dresses in the mode of the Vaisnavas; he meets with Tarka- 
cūdāmaņi Yadu-nandana Ācārya.

description of the transcendental glories of Sri Sri Rādhā-Krsņa, and of Govardhana Hill. 


Šrī Caitanya Mahāprabhu meets with Šrī Rūpa Gosvāmī at Prayaga; He then travels to Kasi 
and meets with Candra Sekhara and Tapana Misra; Acyuta has a discussion with a sannyāsī 
at Ulanga; the sannyāst attains pure love of Godhead; the deliverance of Prabodhānanda 
[NOTE: Herein the author has mistaken the name of Prabodhânanda when he meant 
Prakasânanda; thus to the present day many devotees who have read this Advaita-Prakāša 
think that Prabodhānanda was the Māyāvādī sannydsr delivered by Mahaprabhu, when in 
reality it was Prakasananda, as confirmed in the Caitanya-Caritāmrta). 


Sri Advaita and his wife Sita travel to Nīlācala; Gopāla Dasa faints during the Ratha-yātrā 
festival; Mahaprabhu extends invitations to feast; the instructions given by Mahaprabhu to the 
author, ĪSāna; descriptions of Kavi Karnapura; the story of the devotee-dog; the rejection of 
Chota Haridasa.

Rūpa comes to Nilacala; he composes devotional dramas; descriptions of the notes on Srimad-

Upon visiting the village of Sahara-grāma, topics are discussed about the elder cowherd man 
Upananda, the brother of Nanda Mahārāja, who lived there; Upananda is the most expert advisor 
for the assembly of cowherd men in Vraja.

Visiting Ara-grāma, Mufjatavi, Bhaņdari-grāma, Tapo-vana, Gopi-ghata, Cīra-ghāta, Nanda-ghata, 
Bhaya-grama, Vatsa-vana, Unai-grama, Balahara-grama, Parikhama-sthana, Sei-sthana, Ecomuha- 
grama, Aghã-vana (Sapauli), Jayeta-grama, Soyano-grâma (Sohano), Taroli-grama, Varoli-grâma, 
Krsņa-kuņda-tīlā, Maghera-grama (Maghahera), Atasu-grama, Sakra-sthana (Sakaroya), Varahara- 
grama; Harāsalī-grāma. 


The story of Srila Jiva Gosvàmi when he was situated at Nanda-ghata. 

Crossing over to the eastern side of the Yamuna river, the three visit the town of Surukhuru, then 
the forest (7) Bhadra-vana; then the forest (8) Bhandira-vana, including the village Cchaheri- 
grama, then Matha-grama; then the forest (9) Bilva-vana, then (10) Loha-vana; there is a 
description of the sports and pranks that Krsna plays in a boat, landing at the river-bank of Loha- 
vana; then the forest (11) Mahā-vana, including Šrī Krsna’s birthplace; then various ancient 
Scriptures are quoted on the glories of this forest of Maha-vana; the story of baby Krsna's 
pastimes at Brahmanda-ghata; then verses of Krsna's baby-beauty; then they visit Yamalarjuna- 
bhaūijana Tirtha, and relate the story of how baby Krsna freed the two sons of Kuvera who were 
cursed to stand as trees. 


The activities of Sri Mahaprabhu when He visited Mahã-vana.

(1) the Šrī, or Rāmānuja-sampradāya; (2) the Brahma, or Madhvācārya-sampradāya; (3) the 
Rudra, or Visņusvāmī-sampradāya; (4) the Sanaka, or Nimbāditya-sampradāya; two more 
successions were formed — from the Rāmānuja-sampradāya came the Rāmānandī-sampradāya; 
and from the Visnusvami-sampradaya came the Vallabhi-sampradaya (from Vallabhacarya).

Next there is a description of Radha-Krsna's asta-kdliya-lila, or Their sports performed throughout 
the eight periods of the day; then many sweet pastimes of the Divine Couple are narrated. 


List of the 4 kinds of heroes that Krsna becomes during different pastimes. 
List of the many kinds of heroines that Radhika becomes at different times. 
Description of Krsna's various types of personal servants. 

Description of Radha's various types of girlfriends. 


List of the various kinds of ecstatic meetings shared by the Divine Couple. 
List of Sri Radhika’s 8 chief girlfriends — Lalita, Visakha, Citra, Campaka-lata, Ranga Devi, 
Sudevī, Tunga-vidyā, Indu-lekha; list of the 17 services rendered by these girlfriends. 


The tour moves on to visit the Deity of Lord Siva called Gopisvara. 
The tour of the 12 forests of Vraja is concluded; the three offer obeisances to the 12 forests 
and discuss the glories of Vrndavana as well as the glories of the residents of Vrndavana. 
Raghava Pandita, Srinivasa and Narottama go to Radha-Govinda's temple for darsana; then they visit 
Srila Jiva Gosvāmī. 
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The story of Srila Ripa Gosvāmī laughing while beholding Radhã-Krsna”s mischievous pastimes, and 
how a devotee visitor misunderstood Riipa’s laughing, thinking he was laughing at the visitor.

of Šrī Caitanya Mahāprabhu. 

At the end of the kirtana (which lasted throughout the entire night), everyone sees the mangala-dratt 
ceremony; then, upon completion of her morning duties, Sri Jahnava Devi organizes the cooking 
of foodstuffs and the offering of such to the six sets of Deities. 


Srimati Jahnava personally distributes maha-prasada to all the great souls. 
At the end of the festival, all the great souls bid farewell. 
From Khetari, Sri Jahnava travels to Sri Vrndāvana. 


11th WAVE — Sri Igvari Jahnava’s Trips To and From Vrndāvana (791 verses)

Before beginning her return journey to Gauda-Mandala, Šrī ĪSvarī bids farewell to all the devotees 
in Vrndavana. 

Topics about Badu Gangadasa. 

Upon returning to Gauda-Mandala, Sri Jahnava first goes to Khetari-grama. 
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After honoring mahā-prasāda and resting a little, Sri ĪSvarī meets with Sri Narottama Prabhu and 
discusses many things. 
Šrī ĪSvarī bids farewell to Khetarī. ; 
Šrī ĪSvarī's arrival at Būdhari-grāma; she witnesses the auspicious marriage of Sri Hema-latà Devi, 
the daughter of Srinivasa Ācārya Prabhu. 
Sri ĪSvarī travels from Büdhari to Eka-cakra-gràma; meeting an old vipra on the way, 
she listens to him describe the history of Eka-cakra. 
The old vipra talks about the grandfather of Srila Nityananda Prabhu. 
The old vipra describes the birth and baby pastimes of Sri Nityananda. 
On the plea of sporting boyhood pastimes, the divine incarnate Srila Nityananda Prabhu displays 
Krsņa's pastimes of Vraja, as well as pastimes of all Krsna’s other incarnations. 
Nityānanda Prabhu renounces His home to wander off with a sannyast; description of the resultant 
lamentation of the people of Eka-cakra. 
The miserable lamentations of Hādāi Pandita in separation from Nityānanda. 
Making the old vipra the leader, Jahnava and her party enter Eka-cakra-grama. 
Jahnava feels separation from Nityananda, but He later comes to her in a dream. 
Šrī ĪSvarī receives a divine order to go to Khadadaha; she visits various places along the way. 
Sri Igvari’s respectful reception by the devotees of Yaji-grâma. 
Šrī Igvari’s arrival in Srikhanda. 
From Srikhanda, she travels on to Khadadaha. 
She beholds the darsana of Navadvipa-dhama on the way to Khadadaha. 
She continues toward Khadadaha through Navadvipa and Ambika.

Visiting Jahnu-dvīpa (or Vidyā-nagara). 
Visiting Moda-druma-dvīpa (or Mau-gachi); also Narayana-pitha, Mata-pura (or Sri Mahat-pura), 
and Eka-cakra. 
Visiting Rudra-dvipa (or Radu-pura-grama); also Bela-paukhera (or Bilva-paksa), Bharai-danga (or 
Bharadvaja-tila). 
Visiting Suvarna-vihara and $n Mayapura-dhama; then there are many Bengali songs about the birth 
of Sri Gaura-candra at the mahā-yoga-pītha there.

* Nityananda Dasa was born in 1537 A.D. in the line of Kaviraja descendants from the town of 
Srikhanda. Before his initiation from Srimati Jahnava Devi, his name was Balarama Dasa. Being 
orphaned as a young boy upon the death of his parents, he came to take shelter of Ma Jahnava (being 
ordered by her in a dream), and thus became her initiated disciple. She told him to write of all the 
pastimes that were taking place, and he indeed began to follow her in her travels in order to compile 
the events and stories of the great Vaisnavas in the time after Lord Caitanya and Nityananda had left 
this world. The history book Prema-Vilāsa (Pastimes of Ecstatic Love) is divided into 20 vildsas, 
or chapters of pastimes. However, the Baharampura edition contains 24% vildsas. The book was 
finished in 1600 A.D. Mostly it describes the biographies of Srila Srinivasa Ācārya, Srila Narottama 
Dasa Thakura and $rila Syamananda Prabhu. Within the work are two special songs, one in the 2nd 
vilāsa regarding Srinivasa Ācārya's birth, and the other in the 9th vilāsa regarding the festival 
observed upon the birth of Narottama Dasa Thakura. Noteworthy to be found in this book are the 
historical accounts of how the Vaisnava-dharma was preached throughout Bengal. * 


(1) Stories just prior to Srinivasa Acarya’s birth; Laksmī-priyā and Caitanya Dasa's daršana in 
the dream relating to Srinivasa’s birth; the glories of his mother’s womb; Srinivasa manifests 
in the form of a Vaisnava; description of his birth, and so forth. (p. 1 - 20)

“Thakura Mahasaya;” description of the birth-place of the devotee Dukhi-Krsnadasa; how 
Syamananda got his name from Srila Jīva Gosvāmī; Syamananda finds Šrī Radhika’s lost 
anklet and consequently receives a new tilaka design shaped like the anklet that Šrī Radhika 
pressed onto his forehead; Jīva Gosvami orders Srinivasa, Narottama and Šyāmānanda to take 
all the Gosvāmī's books to Gauda-deša (Bengal); accepting a letter from the King of Mathura, 

they depart; in this vildsa are descriptions of Šyāmānanda studying before Sri Jīva Gosvāmī, 

his taking Sri Radha and Sri Krsna’s five names, his performance of Šrī Gaurānga-pūjā first, 

then followed by Sri Krsna-puja; plus many other topics of devotional worship as well as the

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Narottama Thakura Mahāšaya installs and performs the bathing ceremony of 6 Deities on 
Gaura-Purnima day (the full moon in the month of Phalguna, the appearance day of Lord 
Caitanya); the arrival of the great souls; the honoring of mahd-prasdda on that day; during 
the mahd-sankirtana, Lord Gauranga appears and dances with His associates, then vanishes;

disciples was Yadu-nandana Dāsa. This kavi Yadu-nandana Thākura composed easy to understand 
Bengali verse translations of many difficult Sanskrit works of the Gosvāmīs, including Rūpa 
Gosvami's Vidagdha-Mādhava, Krsnadasa Kaviraja’s Govinda-Līlāmrta, and Bilva-mangala's Krsna- 
Karņāmrta, and so forth. He also wrote a number of Vaisnava songs in Bengali. This book named 
Karņānanda (Bliss for the Ears) is a Vaisnava history book that focuses mostly on the life of 
Šrīnivāsa Ācārya. The work was finished in 1608 A.D. on the Vaisākhā full moon. Having few 
mistakes, the book is considered acceptable for historians. *

* The Vaisnava history book Anurāga-Ballī (A Creeper of Affection) was composed in the year 
1697 A.D. by Manohara Dasa, who was the disciple of one of Srinivasa Acárya's disciples. This 
book mostly tastes the life and activities of Srinivasa Ācārya Prabhu. * 


(1) The life and character of Šrī Gopāla Bhatta Gosvāmī.

(3) The madness of Gadādhara Dāsa in separation from Gadādhara Pandita Gosvāmī; Srinivasa 
arrives in Khānā-kula via Santipura and Khadadaha; he meets Sri Abhirāma Gosvāmī and is 
tested, being whipped three times by Abhirama's whip named “Jaya-Mangala” — and he 
thereby attains an astonishing degree of love of Godhead; travelling to Vrndavana, he gets 
the merciful favor of Šrī Gopāla Bhatta Gosvāmī. 


(4) The establishment of Šrīmatī Radharani's marti by the left side of the Deities of Šrī Govinda, 
Gopīnātha and Madana-Mohana; establishment of the Šrī Gaurānga Deity in Sri Govinda’s 
temple by Kā$īsvara; Narottama Dasa Thakura Mahasaya gets the mercy of Šrī Lokanātha 
Gosvāmī. 


(5) Šrīnivāsa Ācārya tours the forests of Vraja; his ecstatic love arises upon taking the daršana 
of Govinda; talks regarding the trip to Bengal, etc.; he is awarded with the title *Ācārya.” 


(6) Srinivasa Ācārya again tours the forests of Vraja; he travels to Bengal with the books of the 
Gosvāmīs; he returns again to Vrndāvana; topics about Sri Šyāmānanda Prabhu; a brief 
description of Govinda Kavirāja. 


(7) Description of Srinivasa Ācārya's disciplic succession as it branched out like a tree of 
devotion. 


(8) Description of the disciplic succession of the four main sampradāyas; confidential explanation 
of the name of the Lord; descriptive prayers to the author’s guru, Šrī Rama-Sarana Catta-rãja; 
these final 11 verses reveal the author’s vast knowledge of Sanskrit.

* The incarnation of Sri Krsna’s flute in Gaura-lilã was Šrī Varh$ī-vadana Thākura, who had two 
sons, Nityānanda and Caitanya Dasa; Caitanya Dãsa's sons were Rāmacandra and Saci-nandana, 
whose son was Sri Rāja-vallabha Gosvāmī, the author of this Bengali biography, also known as 
Vamst-Vilasa. *

The author begins with the mangalacarana, offering obeisances unto Guru, Krsna, and 
Vaisnava; next he admits his own inability to properly compose this book (a mood that is 
appropriate for Vaisnavas), and he begs for strength earned only by the mercy of Guru and 
the bhaktas; then comes a brief description of the disciplic succession from Šrī Vamsi- 
vadanānanda Prabhu down through his grandsons Šrī Rāmāi and Sri Saci-nandana Prabhu; 
there is mention of the holy place Sripata Bāghanā-pādā, and the glories of Mother Jāhnavā 
and Viracandra Prabhu; the reason for Bhagavan’s descent from Goloka and incarnation in 
Vrndāvana; the birth of Sri Radhika, and description of Her ratrva; ascertainment of the truth 
about Krsna’s flute (murali-tattva). 


The author displays extraordinary poetic ability while portraying in sweet verses the divine 
beauty of Sri-Sri Radha-Krsna’s forms; the reason for Krsna donning His turban, flute, 
yellow cloth, and forest garland; brief analysis of Radha-Krsna’s spotless love (nirmala- 
prema), as well as the truth of devotion (bhakti-tattva); after expounding the confidential 
reason for the Gaura-Avatāra, the birth of Srimad Varhsi-vadanânanda Prabhu is narrated. 


Brief account of Varhsi-vadanananda’s life, concluding with his disappearance; his son Šrī 
Caitanya Dāsa promises Srimati Jāhnavā that she will have a son, and thus the story is 
recounted of Jāhnavā adopting Caitanya Dāsa's son, Srimad Rāmacandra Prabhu. 


Šrīmatī Jāhnavā Devi instructs Šrī Caitanya Dasa about guru-tattva, rasa-tattva, etc.; initiating 
Prabhu Rāmāi, she takes him to Srīpāta Khadadaha; along the way, she meets Sri Viracandra 
Prabhu and blissfully discusses many topics about transcendental love. 


After Jahnava arrives in Khadadaha, everyone experiences a brief transcendental visitation 
from the previously deceased Nityananda Prabhu. 


The sisters Sri Jāhnavā and Vasudhā display genuine motherly love to Rāmāi; according to 
the desires of Rāmāi, Mother Jahnava explains why the glories of bhakti are superior to those 
of all other forms of sadhana; she instructs him on the means to attain Krsna, elaborating on 
prema-tattva, rasa-tattva, the different types of nāyaka and nāyikā, and so forth. 


The glories of Sri Vrndāvana; narration of Radha-Krsna’s līlā; description of the creation of 
sakhīs and mafjaris. 


Specific characteristics of Sri Vrndavana; truths about the Lord (bhagavat-tattva); purport of 
the Catuh-slokr, four seed-verses of Srimad Bhāgavatam; listing of the principal associates 
of Vraja who incarnated as other characters in Navadvipa. 


Srimati Jahnava tells Ramãi the story of her life and travels, and she reveals her spiritual

Rāmāi journeys to Purusottama, having different experiences along the way; he arrives at 
Purusottama and meets with Pandita Gosvami (Gadadhara Pandita).

Misra; he meets with Rāmānanda Raya and listens to various descriptions of tattva-kathd.

Everyone in Santipura is amazed when the previously deceased Advaita Acarya 
transcendentally appears there; for two months Rāmāi travels on to Ambika, Khanakula, 
Srikhanda, etc., and has many loving discussions with the dear devotees of Lord Caitanya; 
then he returns to Khadadaha. 


Arriving in Khadadaha, Rāmāi narrates before everyone the stories of his travels; Šrīmatī 
Jāhnavā prepares for her journey to Šrī Vrndāvana. 


The departure for Šrī Vrndāvana; description of the anxiety felt by Šrīmatī Vasudhā, Ganga, 
Vīracandra and others who were not going on the pilgrimage; along the way, the party visits 
Gayā-dhāma, Kasi-dhâma, and Prayāga, where they have daršana of Lord Mādhava; finally 
arriving in Mathurā, they behold all the local holy places on Mathurā parikramā; from there, 
they proceed to Šrī Vrndāvana. 


Srimati Jāhnavā arrives in Šrī Vrndāvana and meets with the devotees headed by Sri Rūpa and 
Sanātana; they have daršana of the Deities Govinda, Madana-Gopāla, etc.; Jāhnavā narrates 
the stories of the appearance of these Deities; toward the end of the Vrndāvana parikramā, 
the party arrives in Kamyavana, where Srimati Jāhnavā amazingly disappears into the Deity 
of Gopīnātha. 


Feeling separation from Šrīmatī Jāhnavā, Rāmāi severly laments; Rūpa and Sanātana chant 
her praises, and everyone observes a grand festival (mahotsava); Uddhãrana returns to 
Khadadaha and relates the disappearance pastime of Šrīmatī Jāhnavā before Viracandra 
Prabhu, who mourns in great sorrow; Viracandra’s wife named Srimati Subhadra Devi recites 
a 100-verse prayer of glorification she composed, named Ananga-Kadambavali (since Jahnava 
is the incarnation of Šrī Ananga-Maījarī, Šrī Radhika’s little sister). 


Thakura Ramai discovers the Deities of Krsna-Balarama after following the instructions of 
Jahnava; bidding farewell to the great souls residing in Vrndavana headed by Rupa and 
Sanātana, Rāmāi returns to Gauda-desa. 


Arriving in Gauda-desa, Thākura Rāmāi takes up residence in the middle of a Jungle; strictly 
performing his sadhana, establishing the worship of the Deities of Krsna-Balarama there, and 
even turning a tiger into a devotee, he founded the famous holy place in Bengal mown as 
Bāghanā-pādā (tiger-town). 


Viracandra Prabhu visits Bāghanā-pādā; he relishes the Scriptures and en

Šrī Caitanya Mahāprabhu's wooden sandals, clay water-pot and guilt — in His room called 
Gambhīrā at the Sri Rādhā-Kānta Matha, Jagannātha Puri. 


Šrī Caitanya Mahāprabhu's shawl (upper cloth) — at the Sti Madana-Mohana Mandira, 
Sāithiyā, Bhadrak District, Orissa (on the bank of the Sālindī River). 


Šrī Caitanya Mahaprabhu’s wooden sandals, cloth and water-pot — at the Grantha-Mandira, 
Sri Bhāgavatācārya-pātabādī, Varaha-nagara, Calcutta. 


A wooden seat (sana) that Šrī Caitanya Mahāprabhu sent to Sri Gopāla Bhatta Gosvāmī — 
at Sri Radha-Ramana Mandira, Vrndāvana (mentioned in many biographies). 


Sri Caitanya Mahāprabhu's wooden sandals — at Udaya Giri near Bhuvanegvara in Orissa. 
Šrī Caitanya Mahaprabhu’s wooden paddle (that He used to cross the Ganga) — at Šrī 
Gaurīdāsa Pandita’s Mandira, Ambika Kalana, Bengal, Nadīyā District (mentioned in Bhakti- 
Ratnākāra, 7.335). 


Šrīman Nityānanda Prabhu’s turban — at Šrī Haridāsa Gosvāmī's home, Navadvīpa. 


Šrīman Nityānanda Prabhu's Ananta-Štlā, Tripura-SundarT-Yantra, and wooden walking-stick 
— at Khadadaha Mandira, Bengal. 


Šrī Sanātana Gosvāmī's fine Bhutanese blanket — at Etoyā on the Yamunā River. 


Šrī Abhirāma Thākura's whip named Jaya-Manīgala, and his stick named Brahma-Danda — 
at his temple in Khana-kula Krsna-nagara, Bengal. 


Šrī Haridāsa Thākura's bead-bag and walking stick — at the Haridāsa Thākura Matha, 
Jagannātha Purī, Orissa.
